ter 1, he is found to be in possession of 
instrum ents by m eans of which he can 
hear a trum pet-call or the neighing of a 
horse at a distance of nine miles. 
By 
p u ttin g one end of it in his ear he can 
tell w hat two men are w hispering about, 
though 
they 
are 
three 
m iles 
d istant 
from him. 
W hat the telescope does for 
the eye this unnam ed instrum ent of Sim ­ 
plicissimus does for the ear. 
He can hear 
the songs of the sm allest birds, the croak­ 
ing of frogs, the granting of pigs, and the 
ch atter of men and women a t the m arkets 
of distan t towns. 
Simplicius would p ut 
his instrum ent to his ear and say to his 
comrades, “ I hear troopers coming, for 
the horses are w ell-shod,” and “ I hear 
peasants riding, for the horses arc bare­ 
footed.” 
I t was more valuable to the 
soldier th an the telescope, for th a t could 
only be used by day, whereas this was 
equally useful a t night. 
The comrades of 
Sim plicius thought th a t he had studied 
magic, or, as he p u t it, th a t “ the devil 
and his m other had revealed a secret to 
m e.” 
I t was, however, purely his own in­ 
vention, b u t he kept it a secret on account 
of the terrible abuse which m ight he made 
of it. 
" I f I had revealed this science,” 
says SjmplicÍ88¡mus, “ its use would have 
become very common, especially in the 
wars, ar.d m ost of all in a siege.” 
I t is 
now suggested as not im probable th a t the 
eccentric 
author, 
who 
preserved 
his 
anonym ity in tact throughout his life, may 
have had a notion of such an instrum ent 
as the telephone, and even have experi­ 
m ented in th e construction of som ething 
of the kind.

ronnd each world. 
The sun, he thinks, 
w hirling on 
its 
axis,

poles the thin hydrogen, hydro-carbon, 
and oxygen of 
our 
sphere, and these 
being kindled are projected outw ard a t his 
equator into space.

in England the wood is greatly prized lor 
m any purposes,' 
W hile it is light it ■» also 
to u g h ; it do?s not break into -slivers. 
H ardly any wood is so good, therefore, for 
the linings of carts ami wagons used in 
draw ing stone or other rough and heavy 
articles. 
I t m akes excellent oharcoal, es­ 
pecially for the m anufacture of gunpowder. 
It bears exposure to the weatnor, and 
boards made of it are very serviceable for 
fences. 
Some species of it are adm irable 
for use as a live fence or hedge. 
On ac­ 
count of ita com parative incom bustibility, 
the willow is em inently useful for the floora 
of 
buildings designed to be fire-proof. 
I t grows to a 
large size,

The ex ten t to which illusions enter into 
hum an life is never more strikingly de­ 
m onstrated than in the course of a politi­ 
cal 
cam paign. 
A t 
these 
constantly 
recurring saturnalias of 
im agination the 
public atten d s w ith steadfast gravity and 
unfaltering credulity ; listens w ith un­ 
flagging in terest to the stale and w orn-out 
hum bug which ii served out to i t ; and 
takes sides on fictitious issues w ith all the 
enthusiasm of boys. 
The m ost curious 
feature of the campaign, however, is the 
unfailing success which attends the dole­ 
ful representations put forward by each 
party against the other. 
In the first place, 
a trem endous crisis is invariably supposed 
to exist. 
The public is inform ed th a t the 
country is in the m ost terrible danger. 
Unless the people awake to the gravity of 
the situation they will be enslaved. 
This 
enslavem ent 
is 
always 
the principal 
point. 
F irst the people are to be plun­ 
dered, and then enslaved. 
T hat is the 
regular programme. 
B ut there is after all 
a silver lining to the sable cloud. 
If 
only the intelligent voters w ill arouse 
them selves and vote for the great M illen­ 
nial 
P arty's candidates, all the dangers 
which im pend will be dissipated, rents, 
taxes and dry-goods bills will be lowered 
50 p ercen t., and everything will be serene 
and lovely. 
The extravagance of the representations 
of course varies in intensity. 
There is 
less gloom and ferocity about them in 
“ o ff” years. 
But when a full State 
ticket is to be elected the politicians and 
the party press feel th a t an awful responsi­ 
bility devolves upon them , and they pro­ 
ceed to paint the evils of the existing situ ­ 
ation in the m ost lurid colors. 
And not­ 
w ithstanding the fact th a t no real changes 
are a t all likely to result from the successes 
of either party ; notw ithstanding th e fact 
th a t th e same kind of things have b £ b 
said a hundred tim es before by the poli­ 
ticians before election, only to be forgotten 
by tbem w ith convenient rapidity after 
election ; notw ithstanding th e fact th a t 
the actual conditions belie and render 
preposterous ill the w ild stories about 
oppression and desperatbvn and plunder 
and fraud and -Joe rest of i t ; notw ithstand­ 
ing th a Vact th a t the people are prosperóos, 
-¿fiat they have very little te complain of, 
and th a t in any event they can expect 
nothing from the office-seekers ; thousands 
allow them selves to bo cajoled year after 
year w ith the same old fam iliar bngaboor, 
and even w ork them selves np to a state of 
frantic excitem ent before tbe cam paign ii 
over. 
I t is no wonder th a t divine philosophy 
should be so little regarded by the masses 
of men, for they evidently lack th e ca­ 
pacity to profit by experience, and though 
uw spriuga 
he set befsre th eir eyes, 
y et they will walk deliberately into them . 
There is a lam entable waste of energj in a 
political campaign. 
The people w ha are in 
sober earnest a t such tim es exhaust them ­ 
selves th e most. 
The professional poli­ 
ticians have learned, like veteran actors, to 
sim ulate an em otion which they do not feel. 
They know th a t they are playing a farce, 
but the poor am ateur sweats and fumes 
and rages around, and it takes years to 
teach him th a t fur the m ost part the only 
sincerity at these tim es is found among the 
simple dupes who have nothing to gain no 
m atter w hat the outcome m ay be. 
And 
unfortunately a t the present m om ent there 
is such a dearth of living issnes in this State 
th a t the professionals, who m ost have a 
program m e of some sort, are hard p o t to 
it to find one, and so threaten ns w ith a 
more th an usually artificial and hollow per­ 
formance. 
W e know beforehand th a t they 
will all be yearning to save the dear people 
from som ething or somebody, and th a t if 
necessary they w ill invent the dangers 
which it is their mission to avert. 
They 
are quite capable of so m uch creative work 
as this, though we do not credit them w ith 
enough im agination to give us a pleasing 
variety. 
A t these tim es, however, the calendar is 
sure to be loaded down w ith a very queer 
assortm ent of new saints. 
Demagogues, 
whose whole lives have been one greedy 
hu n t after office; 
black-m ailing newB 
papers th a t have never done an honest 
stroke of w ork dnring their existence 
crafty adventurers who are trying to steal 
the property of their neighbors ; prosper­ 
ous scoundrels whose every dollar has 
been won by rascally devices; all these 
and m any more w ill take hold of the 
political wires and pull them in their own 
interests, and all these will pose in the 
seductive attitu d e of “ Friends of 
the 
People.” 
W hen poor L ittle N ell, of the 
“ Old Curiosity Shop,” was traveling w ith 
the Punch exhibitors, S hort and Codlins, 
and they thought som ething could be made 
out of tb e acquaintance, these honest a rt­ 
ists each tried to persuade the child th a t he, 
and not his partner, was her friend. “ Cod- 
lins is th e friend, not S hort,” rem arked 
the form er, and this is w hat the politi­ 
cians are eternally saying to th e public. 
But when the poor public has made its 
choice between th e rivals it is sure to find 
th at the fine promises of the campaign 
period 
have 
been forgotten, and th at 
they 
never 
were 
intended 
to 
be 
kept. 
The 
tru th ¡is 
th a t 
there 
is 
no 
need 
for 
hum bugging 
professions 
at this tim e, or for any professions, at all. 
There are no national issues, and very few 
State ones. 
No m atter w hat men are pnt 
up for election, the result íb likely to he 
very much the Bame, and all th a t is really 
desirable is th a t personal honesty and 
capacity shonld be secured for the several 
offices. 
B ut such sim plicity wonld never 
suit the professionals, and so we shall no 
donbt have a howling, declam atory, vo­ 
ciferous, though not halcyon, period, in 
Which bugaboos will be plentiful, in which 
blackm ailing organs will scream them ­ 
selves hoarBe, and in which, after dne 
excitation, the public will become warmed 
up, and forgetting all its experience in the 
past, plunge eagerly into the fray, solemnly 
believing th a t there is som ething very 
much more serious at stake than a m atter 
of rotation in office. 
In due course will 
come the subsequent disillusionizing, and 
then we shall be ready to begin the whole 
program m e over again.

I t is certainly exasperating to find th a t 
at the m om ent when Congress had about 
made up its m ind to pay back the money 
which never ought to have been taken 
from dapan, a single m em ber shonld have 
frustrated, or a t least postponed indefi­ 
nitely, this good work under a thoroughly 
frivolous pretext. 
A bill to pay back the 
indem nity had passed the House w ithout 
debate, and was about to pass the Senate, 
when Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, rose and 
protested against the passage of so im ­ 
portant a m easure w ithout more inquiry. 
H e w anted, he said, to investigate it, and 
he had not y et had tim e to d e so. 
Now 
this statem ent was 
under th e circum ­ 
stances a confession of his own incapacity, 
for th e Japanese Indem nity question has 
been discussed alt over the country during 
so long a period th a t it m ay now be fairly 
assumed to be fam iliar to every schoolboy. 
I t is a notorious question, and it is notori­ 
ous th a t the action of Congress in the 
m atter has hitherto been of a character 
to disgrace th e U nited S tates all over 
the world. 
W e made a dem and for 
1 
this money for purposes of compensation. 
Then we found th a t a very small percentage 
of it only was required for th a t purpose. 
W e onght, upon th a t discovery, to have 
paid it back a t once, but though it has 
now been in the T reasury for over ten 
years, and though maiuy attem pts have 
been Tiiáhe to obtain an honorable adjust­ 
m ent of the m atter, every such attem pt 
has been hafiltd up to the present time. 
I t is now over three weeks since Senator 
Ingalls objected to the passage of the bill 
on th e pretense th at he w anted inform a­ 
tion ; b u t though he could have obtained 
all he w anted in less than half an hour, 
he has not, so far as we have observed, 
made any fnrther sign in the business, but 
still continues to obstruct the enactm ent of 
this m ost righteous and necessary legisla­ 
tion.

The trial of Raten, who m urdered Jam es 
Lansing, hea been concluded in an em i­ 
nently proper way, and w ith commendable 
speed. 
He was found guilty of m urder in 
the first degree, just one m onth and two 
days after he com m itted the crime. 
The 
C ourt and the ju ry have therefore done 
their full dnty, and it is to be hoped th at 
sentence and execution will not be delayed. 
Sacram ento has 
found 
two 
m urderers 
gnilty w ithin tw o weeks, and a Sacram ento 
C ourt in the first of these cases has by 
reenrring to a commonsense interpretation 
of the Code taken a position the general 
adoption of which wonld unquestionably 
relieve our crim inal adm inistration of a 
great abuse. 
These two cases have gone 
far to indicate th a t it is no longer safe for 
the defense in m urder cases to rely upon 
the plea of insanity, when a jury of any 
intelligence it im paneled. 
T h at plea has 
alm ost frustrated the pnrpose of the law for 
the protection of hum an life in m any parts 
of the country, and it has loaded the Court 
records w ith scandals, of which we regret 
to he compelled to say th a t California has 
had som ewhat more than her share. 
AVe 
hope, however, th a t the example set by s 
Sacram ento C ourt and Sacram ento juries 
will not be lost upon the rest of the State, 
but th a t these prom pt judgm ents m ay stim u­ 
late other com m unities to convict and 
to execute justice upon th eir criminals, 
and to p u t an end to the sluggishness 
which in so m any instances, and notably 
in San Francisco, 
allows m urderers to 
crowd the C ounty Jails, and to escape trial 
sometimes for years together.

He fell 
into a state of profound unconsciousness, and 
lingered thus until he died. 
Tbr T ariff C om m ission. 
W a s h in g to n , M ay 14th,— The President 
said to a friend yesterday that the most diffi­ 
cult appointments he had yet been called 
upon to make were the members of the Tariff 
Commission. 
He appreciated the necessity 
for the immediate selection of the Commis­ 
sioners. 
I t is believed that the President has 
abandoned all idea of giving special interests 
representation on the Commission. 
There 
are only nine Commissioners to be chosen, 
and it would be impossible, without making 
invidions distinctions, to select men repre­ 
senting special branches of industry. 
I t is 
settled that a majority of the Commission 
will 
be 
protectionists, 
probably 
of a 
moderate order. 
The Chairman of the 
Commission is likely to be ex-Secretary 
Kirkwood, of Iowa. 
He favors a tariff for 
revenue only, but it is thought that his gen­ 
eral repntation for fairness, and his identity 
with the agricultural interest of the West, 
will make him a desirable member of the 
Commission. 
I t has been practically de­ 
cided to make Edward Atkinson, of Boston, 
the great authority cn textiles, a member of 
the Commission, although it is possible that 
a change m ay be made in New Englano's 
representative before the nominations are 
seat to the Senate. 
The South, Middle 
States, Northwest and probably the South­ 
west will be represented, although the Mid­ 
dle States may get a preponderance of Com­ 
missioners. 
The Pacific coast will not, as 
your correspondent is advised, be represented 
on the Commission. 
The P rod u ction oT «tu irk sllvcr. 
W a s h in g to n , M ay 14‘.h.—Consul Mosby 
reports to the State Departm ent that the esti­ 
mated stock of quicksilver on hand in Hong­ 
kong is 5,500 flanks, and that the amount im­ 
ported during 1881 was 14 010 flask», at 85675 
to $50 par picul.

.Maryland. 
N iw Y ork, May 14ih.—The Times’ Cum­ 
berland (Md.) epeoial has the following de­ 
tails of John I. Davenport’s visit to M ary­ 
land in the m atter of the Morey le tte r: 
Davenport arrived here Thursday afternoon, 
via the Pennsylvania Railroad, and left tor 
Baltimore at 2 A M. Friday by tke Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad.

to hear th a t the am ount is sufficient to ex­ 
tinguish flame. 
Breatho into a common 
tum bler, using one hand as a cover. 
W ith 
the other hand light a m atch, and rem ov­ 
ing the other, lower the burning m atch into 
the tum bler, wnen it w ill be quickly ex­ 
tinguished. 
From this it is safe to con­ 
clude th a t a person could not live on air 
th a t had been once breathed. 
E xpired air 
contains abont 4 per cent, of carbonic acid, 
and as each person breathes 17 tim es a 
m inute, each tim e using 17 cubic inches of 
air, it follows th a t each pair of lungs needs 
10 cubic feet of air per hour, and nothing 
less will answer, for every particle of this 
is made uufit to support com bustion, or, 
w hat is th e same thing, unfit to support 
life. 
T hus w-e see th a t a room ten feet 
square and ten feet high w ould furnish 
air enough to support one life for four days, 
provided, however, th a t the expired air 
could be conveyed away and not allowed 
to contam iuate the rem aining pure air. 
I 
doubt if a m an could live half th a t tim e, 
if confined in such a room w ithout appara­ 
tus. 
The question of carbonic acid, there­ 
fore, is one of m athem atics. I i your rooms 
are not bo ventilated as to supply ten cubic 
feet of air per hour to each person and re­ 
move an equal quantity of foul air, you are 
sim ply com m itting slow suicide. 
In the 
language of high authority, “ E very breath 
of im pure air th a t is taken shortens the 
life, or im pairs the health, in a strictly 
m athem atical ratio.”—[Dr. Bird. 


F o r 
S t a r -G a z e r s . — Into one 
short 
m onth (the present m onth of May), says 
the Providence Journal, are crowded more 
im portant events than those th a t some­ 
tim es illustrate the records of several suc­ 
cessive m onths. 
The conjunction of the 
three largest planets of the Bystem with 
the sun, the conjunction of six planets 
w ith each other, tho superior conjunction 
of M ercury, tho total eclipse of the sun 
(invisible here), and the occultation of 
Jupiter, form a brilliant succession of 
phenom ena as im posing to the m ental eye 
as they are beautiful to the physical eye. 
The grand feature of the m onth is, how. 
ever, the num ber of planets in line w ith 
the sun at nearly the same tim e, and the 
m arvelous preponderance of planetary a t­ 
traction pulling upon the sun in one di­ 
rection. 
M ercury is the first to drop into 
line, Saturn and N eptune follow next, and 
gigantic Ju p iter ia the last to join the 
ranks. 
The sun Í3 now passing through 
the maximum of sun spots. 
W hether the 
planets have anything to do w ith the com­ 
motion agitating his surface is som ething 
which no astronom er has y et been able to 
determ ine. 
The problem rem ains to be 
solved in the astronom y of the fature. 


Do B ir d s B u r y T h e i r D e a d ?—In a tree 
near an old-fashioned farm houso in V er­ 
m ont, two robins b ailt their nest. 
A lady 
w atched them as they form ed th eir sum 
m er home. 
One morning she found three 
blue-speckled eggs, and later three tiny 
little birds. 
W hile trying th eir wings one 
day, a cat injured m e of the young birds 
before the lady could rescue it. 
She placed 
the little one back in the nest to receive its 
parents’ tender care, h a t it wa3 too late, 
and the robin died. 
A few days after, the 
lady, seeing and hearing nothing of the 
other birds, vieited the nest, and found 
they had bu ilt a thatched roof over the 
poor little bird, and there it lay upon its 
back, w ith its claws sticking up through 
the straw s. 
T hey had buried th eir dead 
and deserted the nest.

New Y ork, May 13:h.—Too W orld has 
the tallowing : A Philadelphia correspondent 
\inited Dr. Franklin Stewart, and asked fur 
information concerning hi* reputed connec 
lion with SLipherd and the Peruvian Com­ 
pany. Stewart manifested surprise at first, 
and protested that be could say nothing, al­ 
though he did not deny thct he knew all 
about the objects and acts of Shipherd. 
lie 
said that if he tliould tell all he knew, and 
exprcM his re*! opinions concerning Shipherd, 
he would very likely lose all his large invest­ 
ment in the Peruvian Company, and proba­ 
bly subj »ct himself to pro&ecution for libel 
by Shipherd. Gradually, however, he^ bs- 
came more communicative, and explained 
that the original Cochet claim was divided 
into twenty parts by Peter Havener, a con­ 
temporary acd competitor of Henry Meiggs 
in Peru. Twelve-twentieths of the claim 
were sold or tr«n»ft*rri I to James Mont­ 
gomery, now Vice-President cf the Cattle 
Car C ropany at No. 5 Cortlandt street, 
New York. 
One-twentieth was sold to 
a Philadelphian named Car<*y, who re­ 
cently died. 
Hevener 
retained a por­ 
tion 
and 
Dr. 
Stewart 
took 
what 
was oue tifteeuth of the whole. 
When 
Shipherd 
appeared 
on 
the rcene with 
his 
scheme for 
a 
Peruvian Company, 
Stewart was induced to part with his inter 
eat to him on the understanding that he 
(Shipherd) was to purchase the remainder of 
the claim. In fa t, the doctor understood 
that Shipherd had already contracted to pur­ 
chase the ehsres held by Montgomery, Heve­ 
ner and other®, and that he was to organize 
what is known as the " Peruvian Com­ 
pany.” A ‘l those parties refused to seil to 
.Shipherd, bu* he went promptly on with 
tho organization of the company on a capi­ 
talization of $25,000,000. The only basis for 
the company, therefore, was tho one fifteenth 
part transferred to Shipherd by Dr. Stewart, 
on payment of $1. 
“ Shipherd was ready 
enough to pay me that dollar to make the 
sale legal,” said Dr. Stewart, “ but that’s all 
the money I ever received from him. The 
only cash transaction between us has been 
this transfer of money from my pocket to 
his. As I employed him as my lawyer to 
perfect nay title to my fifteenth of the Cochet 
claim, I agreed to pay $5,000 for that service, 
and 1 have paid him all but £1,(500.” 
“ Then the only basis the Peruvian Com­ 
pany rests on is your one fifteenth part of the 
original claim ?” askea the reporter. 
The doctor replied : 44 Yes, sir ; that is all 
the bottom it has. 
Montgomery refused to 
sell his twelve-twentieths, and Hevener, Blair 
acd others hold on to their intercuts. Ship­ 
herd elected himself President of the com- 
pauy, and a foil >wtr named Lyman, I think, 
Secretary, and I was never given any notice j 
of the election of officers, or a meeting of the \ 
company.

Ho removed to Indiana in 1860, 
and was engaged in tho business of milling 
in the town of Richmond, Indiana, when 
the 44call to arm s” cime to him in 1861, 
as it did to his forefathers in 1776. Under 
the second 
call 
of 
President 
Lincolu 
for 300,000 
men 
the 
Richmond 
City 
Greys made him their Captain. 
He tendered 
his company to Governor Morton for service 
during the war. It was at once accepted, and 
on duly •">, 1861, he was assigned to the Nine­ 
teenth Regiment* Indiana Volunteers, com­ 
manded by the late General Sol Meredith. 
With his legiment he participated in ail its 
oogagements. beginning at Lewinarille, Va , 
September 21, 1861; at Rappahannock Sta­ 
tion, Aiuuat 16th, 17th and ISth ; Sulphur 
Springs, near WarringtoD, August 25th and 
26th ; Gainesville, Augurt 28th ; Bull Run 
(second), Ancuet 29th and 
30th; South 
Mountain, September 1-Uli, and Antietam, 
September 16th, 17th and 18th, íd 1S62. 
In 
this last engagement he commanded his regi­ 
ment. remaining in command until December 
1, 1862, when, bv Colonel Meredith’s promo­ 
tion, h* became Lientenant-Colonel. Having 
waived his rank and given the Colonelcy to 
a Captain of lower rank, he participated 
with his regiment on December 13 and 
14, 1862, at Fredericksburg; at Fitzhugh 
Crossing, April 30 and May 1, 1863; at 
Chancellorsville, May 3 and 4, 1863, and on 
July 1, 1863, at Gettysburg, where his regi­ 
ment—part of the old Iron Brigade—lost 
seventy-two percentum of the meu engaged 
ou that day, Colonel Dudley being one of the 
wounded, resulting to him in the amputation 
of his right leg. lie received a brevet as Brig­ 
adier-General of Volunteers, ‘‘for gallantry 
in action, July 1, 1863 ” A t bis home in 
Wayne county, Indiana, Colonel Dudley was 
twice elect*d Clerk of the Circuit Court—iu 
1866 and 1870 
Ou January 19, 1875, he was 
admitted to the Bar, and left it in September 
following to become cashier of the Richmond 
Savings Bank, from which he was appointed 
United Stat*« Marshal for Indiana on Feb­ 
ruary 11, 1879. President Gaifield made him 
Commissioner of Pensions, which office he 
etdl holds.
